This hitherto undisclosed inci- 
dent of the worst circus tragedy 
in American history was described 
here yesterday by a veteran of 33 
years under the “big top,” Felix 
Adler, internationally-known as 
the “king of clowns.” 


Adler was among hundreds of 
circus personnel who halted in the 
Central of Georgia railroad yards 
at East Point as the 67 cars of the 
show were en route from winter 
quarters at Sarasota, Fla., to Ak- 
ron, Ohio, where the circus is due 
to open Friday in the Rubber Bowl 
stadium for a two-day engage- 
ment. 

Adler, wearing a brown shirt, 
checked trousers and a brown felt 
hat, in contrast to a gay costume 
of his art, kicked at the gravel 
alongside a track as he told of the 
tragic fire. ; 

“Yes, it was awful,” he gaid, 
speaking quietly. “I was in the 
dressing tent, getting into my 
sweat suit. The show had just 
about started. My daughter Mu- 
rielsshe’s 17 and has danced 
about four years—called to me 
from outside the tent. She said: 
‘Daddy, I’m going over to get an 
ice cream cone.’ I called back: 
‘Let it go, honey, you’re due to go 
on soon. You can get the cone 
later.’ She said: ‘O. K., Daddy, I'll 
wait for you out here. 

HEARD HYSTERICAL SOUNDS 


“About a minute or so later, I 
heard sounds coming from the 


jmain tent: They sounded like 


laughs, hysterical laughs. I said to 
myself: ‘Must be something wrong. 
There are no laughs due at this 
point. The Wallendas are on the 
wire.’ I thought perhaps someone 
had fallen. 

“TI ran out of the dressing tent. 
I saw a small blaze on the tent. 
It looked so small, I told myself: 
‘Our boys will get that in a min- 
ute.’ Then a sudden gust of wind 
struck. It hit hard. enough to 
shake the poles in the dressing 
tent—and it swept that fire right 
across the top of the tent. It was 
fate, that wind. That’s all you 
can call it—just fate.” 

Adler paused, then began to 
walk up and down the track. He 
resumed:

“We had an awful time getting 
people to move away from the 
tent, once we got them out, They, 
stood there, gaping. In many 
cases we had to resort to brute 
force to keep 'em moving on out. 
One woman shouted: ‘I’ve got to 
go back! lost my pocketbook!’ 
I told her: ‘Lady, do you want to 
lose your life?’ Panic was terrible. 
People were trampled and stran- 
gled to death. Let’s talk about 
something else, How’s Ralph Mc- 
Gill and Mrs. McGill?

WFA said most markets report- | 
ed blocked sales and nearly all 
warehouses filled to capacity. 
Gross sales on opening day in 
1943 totaled 5,836,609 pounds, at 
an average of $42.60 per hundred 
pounds,

fair and low quality grades were 
offered, with less of the choice

Sitting at his desk in the 
courthouse yesterday, Solicitor 
Lindley W. Camp, of the crimi- 
nal court of Fulton county, 
pulled a sheaf of old letters 


from a file which he wrote as a 
lieutenant. of Company “C,” 
325th Infantry, AEF. 

The letters described the pa- 
rade of the division before King 
George, told of English treat- 
ment of visiting warriors, and 
then dealt with the French— 
which Camp described as 
“as friendly as a Georga politi- 
cian before an election.” 

Camp also was complaining 
about lack of mail, or not know- 
ing what was “going on in the 
world,” and other commonplace 
problems, typical of all youths 
away from home.

The cutback in submarine pro- 
duction is the second major shift 
in the Nayy’s building program.

apparently accounting for almost the entire increase. : 


The Navy said in a statement 
announcing a step-up in munitions 
making that it “needs rockets— 
rockets to fire from planes and 
ships—and it is impossible to get 
too many of them.” 


It reported that the service now 
procures about $100,000,000 worth 
of ammunition a month and add- 
ed that “when the rocket program 
reaches its peak it will amount 
to gn additional $100,000,000 per 
month.” 

‘The announcement came in the 
wake of accounts from battle 
zones showing that rockets are be- 
coming more and more important 
in reducing enemy strongpoints, 
strafing airfields, clearing inva- 
sion beachheads and dealing with 
surface. and undersurface craft.

gerous notion,” continued Clem- 
ents. “They think that once the 
Allies mop up the Germans it’s go- 
ing to be easy to put the Japs out 
of business. 

“In my opinion, that’s a great 
delusion, For, if we judge by our 
past experience with the Japs, it’s 
going to be much more costly in 
lives to lick the Japs than it will 
be to defeat the Germans. So, if 
Americans still delude themselves 
about an easy victory over Japan, 
they’re in for a great shock.” 

Clements took part in a number 
of major campaigns and speaks 
out of his personal experience with 
the soldiers who have met and de- 
feated the Japs. nits 


SAIPAN TIP-OFF 

“Saipan was the tip-off as to 
what we may expect,” said Clem- 
ents. “Though the Japanese mor- 
tality rate was much higher than 
ours, the record shows that our 
casualty rate was almost as high 
as that of the Japs. The Japs are 
going to fight it out to the very 
end, and it’s going to cost lives. 
We'll continue to win, of course, 
but we'll have to continue to pay 
the pricé. So, I advise all Amer- 
icans to get rid of the idea about 
the Japs being a ‘push-over.’ If we 
face the reality now, it won’t be 
so hard tater.” 

Clements, a native .of Indian 
Springs, Texas, worked for years 
on the Houston (Tex.) Post, then 
went to the Associated Press. He 
came to Atlanta to take charge of 
Press Association, Inc., radio sub- 
sidiary of the Associated Press. In 
1941. he went to San Francisco as 
news editor of the PA and be- 
came a war correspondent in 1942. 
He first served as a fleet corre- 
spondent in the Aleutian cam- 
paign, then all through the cam- 
paign on Guadalcanal.

“In the beginning, American 
soldiers tried to be civilized to 
the Japs. But, to their cost, they 
found it didn’t pay. So we now 
give the Japs no quarter, and the 
Japs don’t expect any. So that’s 
the most potent reason why we're 
in for a long, hard war before we 
beat them. 

WAKE UP, AMERICA! 

“I’m insistent on this point be- 
cause I think the American peo- 
ple ought to wake up and realize 
what we're up against.” 

- Clements was high in praise of 
the Australians. 

“They’ve borne the brunt of the 
war in the South Pacific,” he said, 
“and no criticism of their cam- 
paign or their conduct is justi- 
fied. They’re faced with a tre- 


mendous manpower shortage. Soi™

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We Must Keep ’Em Rolling 


General Eisenhower has sent an urgent call to the United 
States for prompt delivery of great numbers of heavy-duty trucks. 
That is the fact behind recent reduction in the number of heavy- 
duty truck and bus tires available for civilian use in this country. 

Allied forces in France are, even today, breaking out of the 
Normandy beachhead into the open. General Eisenhower, as do 
we all, wants to keep moving fast once his armies start rolling. 
And, to move fast,, many more trucks than originally expected 
must be supplied. 7 

The Allied air forces have done a superb job in France. They 
smashed German communications and transport behind the 
enemy lines and thus hopelessly handicapped the Nazi tactics. 
The result of this, however, is that there are practically no usable 
railroads for our own use as we take over the territory once held 
by the Germans. Nor are there many ‘bridges over the rivers and 
they must be replaced with pontoon and other type spans which 
call for the bringing of heavy material to the point needed. Which 
again means trucks to haul that material. 

Incidentally, it is reported that the manpower shortage in the 
tire industry centering in Akron, Olio, is at least partially due to 
restrictive rules by labor unions, which hold the average workday 
to 6 1-2 hours and which limit the individual output of work. 
Such a situation should be promptly remedied, by the unions 
themselves, if they would place patriotism first and do their part 
as soldiers of production. The situation boils down, simply to 
this: Eisenhower wants the trucks and the heavy-duty tires— 
it is up to the makers of those trucks and tires, both management 
and workers, to see he gets them without a moment of unneces- 
sary delay. 

The only answer is trucks, more and more trucks.

A glimpse of the xind of world we shall live in, in the not 
distant future, is given in the recommendation by Joseph T. 
Geuting Jr., vice president of General Aircraft Corporation, that 
iccai communities begin study now for the creation of “airparks” 
or landing facilities for planes in downtown and residential areas. 

Postwar personal planes, he said, will require less landing area 
than the prewar models.

Bob Taylor, 
the Tennessee lecturer,.fiddler and politician, once made a toast 
about water: “Water, beautiful water, I have seen thee in the form 
of tears on a beautiful woman’s cheek—I have seen thee rippling 
in brooks where children played and birds samg—lI have seen thee 
rushing over waterfalls, flinging out great clouds of spray to catch 
the sun and make iridescent rainbows in the sky—I have seen thee 
in great torrents hurrying along to join the mighty oceans of the 
world—but water, beautiful water, thou art a damn thin drink.” 
The water wagon, the cold-water cure, watering places—the word 
brings up many images. 

Even the word love has many connotations, some of: them evil 
and debased. Comedians use it. It is the tenth word on a tele- 
gram. It is many things. 

And so on with all words. 

Only bread is the same, immutable, simple, changeless.

They mobbed Woodrow Wilson's words of “world peace.” x 

They called him “The Kept Captain,” “Theorist,” “Professor, 
“dreamer.” 

So, there is no reason for one who believes in the future of 
mankind as a future wherein the world will be a better one for 
more people; a world in which Christian virtues and ideals shall 
rule, to fear the present mob. 


Words live on. 
Words, pulled and twisted out of shape and meaning, snap back 


because words are elastic and more resilient than the minds and 
strength of those who distort them.

The Great Mystery af the . 
Exploding Fuehrer Revealed. 


On Wednesday last, Dr. Joseph Goebbels recounted in detail the 
official version of the attempt to assassinate Hitler. His speech, 
in the German version, was a masterpiece of oratory and an even 
greater masterpiece of fabrication. Through his attempt to build 
up a miracle around the Fuehrer he gave away the plot. 

This is what we are asked to believe: A colonel, Count Clint 
von Stauffenberg, gained access to the Fuehrer on pretension to 
make a report. He entered Hitler’s conference .room where num 
bers of officers were assembled, carrying a brief case. This de 
posited at the Fuehrer’s feet. He departed without taking the brief 
case, Shortly thereafter the time bomb which the brief case con- 
tained exploded. “Behind the Fuehrer stood Col. Gen. Guenther 
Korten., He was mortally injured. Others among them, Hitler's 
double, Heinrich Bergner, were killed. The force of the blast blew 
other participants through the windows. The conference table 
before which Hitler stood was blown through the ceiling Just one 
spot remained untouched—the spot where the Fughrer (remember 
with the bomb at his very feet) stood. If the salvation of the 
Fuehrer was not a miracle,” Goebbels concluded, “there are no 
miracles.” 

Then what happened? The attempt occurred in the forenoon 
for Goebbels reported he was called up at noon. In the 
Count von Stauffenberg arrived by courier plane in Berlin and 
went straight to the war ministry, where he met one general and 
two colonel-generals. They sat in a small room of the ministry, 
and called up the Berlin Guard Battalion led by Maj. Emil Remer, 
ordering him to occupy the government buildings in the Wilhelm- 
strasse. Maj. Remer obeyed the order, but informed Dr. Goebbels 
of the fact. Goebbels called Remer to his office, connected him by 
telephone with Hitler, and Hitler instructed him to arrest and 
shoot the rebels. After that the guard battalion went to the war 
ministry, occupied it “without firing a shot,” arrested a “few” 


officers, and executed them in the courtyard. Thus the “mutiny” 


was quelled. 
If this happened and is not a miracle, then there are no miracles. 
Every officer entering the presence of Hit- 


UNBELIEVABLE! 

ler, even if he be chief of staff, is compelled 
to leave his pistol at the door. He is searched. But a relative 
unimportant man comes in with a brief case without being 
searched. He deposits it at the Fuehrer’s feet, and goes out through 
the guard, and neither the participants of the conference, nor the 
guard, note that his hands are now empty. The brief case explodes 
at the Fuehrer’s feet, the room is demolished, but the Fuehrer is 
unscathed. Miracle number one. 


What would now happen anywhere in such an event? The first 
question asked would be, “Who was here and hds left?” The 
second instruction would be: “Watch every road, airport, and rail- 
road station.” But four hours after Goebbels had been informed 
of the attempt, Count von Stauffenberg arrived safely on the Berlin 
airport. No one arrested him. He went calmly to the war min- 
istry, and conferred with other conspirators who did not even have 
in the building a troop loyal to them. They called up the chief 
of the most reliable Nazi troop in the city, and ordered him to oc- 
cupy government buildings. None of the conspirators was cautious 
enough to accompany this move. They sat and waited in the war 
ministry without protection, until they are grabbed and shot. And 
— a plot of German generals, famous for meticulous staff 
work! 


OBVIOUS TRUTH What actually happened is ‘obvious. Crim- 

inals always répeat their crimes. This is 
a repetition of the Reichstag arson, and the June 1934 purge. There 
was a fake attack. Perhaps Count von Stauffenberg played in it 
the role of a Van der Lubbe, the victim of Nagi agents provocators. 
Perhaps he wasn’t there at all. At any rate he, or others in the 
war ministry, were falsely informed that Hitler had been killed, 
and immediately took normal steps for such circumstances. They 
called together the senior officers of the capital and ordered the 
government buildings occupied against chaos. Hitler revealed that 
they communicated with troop leaders and gave orders which he 
afterward countermanded. 

It is obvious that in case of the death of the Fuehrer the Wehr 
macht would try to take over. 

The Nazi party .could thus foresee what would happen in case 
of an attempt on Hitler’s life. They found out who would move 
and in which direction. They played a come-on game. They pre- 
cipitated a Wehrmacht coup in order to have an excuse for the 
liquidation of an important part of the Officers’ Corps. This is a 
repetition of the Reichstag fire affairs and the 1934 purge. 

As in the 1934 purge, the victims to be liquidated were caught 
completely unprepared and unaware. Then they were sleeping 
comfortably in their beds without a guard. -This time they were 
sitting in the war ministry without a troop! They were arrested 
and executed “without a resisting shot being fired.” 


The miracle would have been even greater if Hitler had been 
killed and Goebbels had been able to announce three days later that 
he had risen from the dead.

Getting about in the brush 
quietly, seeing, smelling and hear- 
ing ey , and being seen, 
smelled and heard by nothing ex- 
cept an occasional squirrel or jay- 
bird, was as natural to them as 
breathing. It had to be, for them 
to keep their hair. To their de- 
scendants only a few short gen- 
erations away, it is an art that 
must be relearned only by toil- 
some practice. 

It is someteing an American 
does learn quickly, and learns 
well, due, no doubt, to some heri- 
tage from a whiskered ancestor in 
buckskin breeches and coonskin 
cap. - Right now, somewhere, 
American scouts are lying close 
enough to Jap and German in- 
stallations to hear their voices and 
to smell the smoke of their cook- 
ing fires.

lying still, and loosened our slings 
to be ready and pointed our noses 
on the course we were to follow 
and took off. 


We thought we did right well, 
and I suppose we did, for begin- 
ners, but a number of things went 
snafu very quickly.

LOUD WHISPERS 

Ears dulled by the clang of city 
traffic did not soon adjust them- 
selves to the tiny tapped-out sig- 
nals, and most squad leaders were 
forced to keep in touch with their 
men by calling to a wandering 
rifleman in a hoarse whisper, au- 
dible for 200 yards, “Hey, Her- 
man, where the hell have you got 
to now?” 

The boys forgot they were not 
to get in any fire fights, either, 
and instead of lying silently in 
cover while an enemy patrol 
passed, they would leap up yell- 
ing “bang” and then there would 
be loud arguments as to who shot 
who first. 

Patrol leaders, forgetting that a 
steel hat and rifle will foul up a 
compass, tried to take readings 
while wearing this gear and ended 
up plowing doggedly south-by- 
east under the delusion they were 
headed north. 

The estimation of distance is 
difficult in the woods when you 
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sometimes must travel 40 yards to 
progress 10 yards on your course, 
and many a patrol found itself 
drifting off the right flank boun- 
daries to laboriously record the 
presence of command posts and 
artillery batteries far over in the 
Reserve Officer training area. 

It was, on the whole, a pretty 
poor exhibition of the fine art of 
scouting and patroling, ending, as 
things so often do when civilian 
desires conflict with military rou- 
‘tine, on a note of high confusion 
when the platoon leader bellowed 
“Fall in” just as 35 men lay down 
in the cooling waters of a little 
creek for a luxurious wallow after 
their exertions of the afternoon. 

It resulted in one of the most 
amazing sights you have ever wit- 
nessed—nearly 30-odd officers and 
gentlemen by act of congress tear- 
ing, dripping and naked, through 
the woods, flinging on their dun- 
garees as they ran. And if I can 
get rf hands on a little fat guy 
nam Amyot, who grabbed my 
clothes in the flurry and left me 
his, causing me to fall in for mus- 
ter in a pair of pants that would 
not fit my son Knottyhaid, I am

The Offensive in the West 


Helps Red Drive in the East 


NEW YORK, July 31.—Look at the map of Europe as a whole, 
and trace the German front as it is today from. Normandy across 
Italy, around by Greece and the Black Sea to the Baltic Sea, and you 
will see how it has- become a travesty of military logic, 


Any central direction of the de- 
fense of that 3,000-mile German 
line seems already lost. German 
commanders seems to be fighting 
on their own in trying to prevent 
a dent in the line becoming a 
cave-in. Wherever the Allies are 
attacking, German divisions, corps 
and even armies are -being. trap- 
ped, or outflanked, and forced to 
retreat. 

A dent such as we are making 
in Normandy can be more im- 
portant in the Allied plan than 
the cave-in the Russians are mak- 
ing in their sweep to Warsaw, 

It isn’t so much the capture of 
cities the Allies seek as it is to 
end the power of resistance of the 
German army. Once the German 
army cannot stand the pressure 
any longer and quits fighting, 
Paris, Vienna, Budapest, Munich, 
Hamburg and Berlin are the Al- 
lies’ for the occupation. 

At no time has it been so clear 
that every blow struck in Nor- 
mandy in the most savage fight- 
ing on any front is one speeding 
the Russian offensive. Premier 
Stalin might well issue an order 
of the day on the American drive 
to Coutances. The talking of this 
little French town is actually very 
much linked with the Russian ap- 


| proach to the great Polish capital 


city. 
SHOULD BE PLEASED 


Stalin, who so long called for 
the front in France, should now 
be convinced that it is all that 
he hoped it would be. As it is the 
Russians are within 450 miles of 
Berlin, and they started from 
about the same distance from the 
Reich capital—about 609 miles— 
that we started from, on D-Day. 


They have made the huge bulge 
in the German line for the length 
of, Poland, centering in Poland’s 
heart. They are 200 miles be- 
yond a north and south ‘line drawn 
from Finland to the Romanian 
front. They have the German- 
occupied Baltic states and the 
satellite Balkan states in flank. 

But for the Normandy front 
they could not have afforded to 
expose themselves that far lest 
they be caught in a pincer, If 
Hitler coul’ have blasted the 
Anglo-American armies off the 
beaches he could have turned all 
his spare strength from policing 
France against Russia. 

That hope failing, he has not 
been able to pin them down. 
Caught by surprise by the Ameri- 
can attack in Normandy, he is 
trying to save the remnants of 
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an army corps from being trapped, 
while we gather in more prisoners. 


That drive on Coutances and 
the accompanying thrusts beyond 
St. Lo, bold in conception and 
ST ae executed, warn Hitler 
what he is in for in American 
tactical skill and fighting power 
as we bank up reserves of men 
and materials. 


Having established one béach- 
head in France which he could 
not pin down we may establish 
another. The Russians need not 
worry about any German divisions 
being transferred from the west- 
ern to the eastern front. 


ONLY ONE CHANCE 

For Hitler, now that he has, or 
thinks he has, only faithful Nazi 
party generals, there is one chance 
to restore German military pres- 
tige. The Russians have stretched 
their offensive in the big bulge 
in Poland. Their communications 
must be much extended. 

If Hitler’ has enough forces 
left, especially mechanized forces. 
he might in a desperate venture 
close in over the Polish plain in 
a huge counterattack. Otherwise, 
in thé north he loses the Baltic 
states, and troops and material 
there, and the same is true in Fin- 
land and Norway. 

In the south Turkey will no 
longer have the faintest doubt as 
to which side is the winner of 
the war, and the Balkan states, as 
the Russians deepen and spread 
their bulge, will see their situation 
as hopeless, with the Russians on 
both their front and flank. 

If Hitler has not the forces for 
such a counterattack it is unlikely 
he has them for extended defense 
positions on the German border.

day as he sought renomination in 


Dewey, traveling westward for 
a lively schedule of political ac- 
tivities, turned his back on Fish 
because he said the congressman 
had raised “racial and religious is- 
sues.” Willkie pledged himself to 
act as atterney for Playwright 
Maxwell Anderson if Fish files 
threatened libel actiong against 
Anderson and other signers of a 
political advertisemént which the 
representative termed “scurrilous 
and mosey tot al 

Dewey, beginning conferences 
with Pittsburgh political, business 
and labor leaders, told a news con- 
ference that the most important 
thing each American may face be- 
fore long is his opportunity to 
work. 

The Roosevelt administration, 
he asserted, failed for eight years 
to meet the unemployment prob- 
lem, despite huge government def- 


licits. The New Deal likewise has

“Colorado, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Idaho, Kansas, Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Ver- 
mont, Wisconsin and Wyoming.” 

A majority of the 531 electoral 
college votes, or 266, is needed 
for election. ‘ 

BENNETT CLARK’S FIGHT

day for Democratic renomination.

Nazis Lure Italians to Church, 
Rip Them With Mines, Shells 


WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
SAN MINIATO, Italy, July 31. 
(P)—Doughboys who captured 
this town just south of the Arno 
river eight days ago found 40 
dead and 200 wounded civilians 
who, they were told, were vic- 
tims of booby-trapping and 
point-blank shelling by the Nazis 
inside a church. 

The victims included men, 
women and children. 

Ed Zink, doughboy field cor- 
respondent from  Colum.bus, 
Ohio, was among the first to en- 
ter the town and interviewed 
doctors and a lawyer through an 
interpreter. 

This was their story: 

As the Americans were press- 
ing forward toward the town the 
Germans herded the Italians into 
the church under the pretext 
that it would be protected from 
American shelling since Yankee 
artillery didn’t fire at churches. 

But the ehurch was booby- 
trapped. Mines started to go off 
as the Italians were forced in- 
side the door. 

They became panicky and 
tried to break out. The Germans 
rolled a tank to the door of the 
church and fired into the throng 
inside. The Nazis demolished 


} 


several houses and blew up a 
historic tower in this ancient 
stronghold of Frederick II. 

“It was the most awful thing 
I ever saw,” Zink related. “The 
floor and pillars of the church 
all were covered with blood. 
Toys of children were found 
blood-spattered on the floor, The 
lawyer was wounded during the 
explosions and lost both hands. 

“The doctors said there was no 
medicine and few bandages, He 
said one booby-trap placed un- 
der the altar went off as some 
people were kneeling to pray.”

SOMEWHERE IN NORMANDY.—(By Wireless)—We drove slowly across the two pas- 
tures in the big M-19 retriever truck with which our ordnance evacuation company was 
to pick up two crippled German tanks. The -wrecker truck followed us. It was just after 


midnight. 


We came to a lane at the far’side of the pasture. Nobody was there to direct us. The 
officers had gone on ahead. We asked a sentry if he knew where the German tanks were. 
We shut off the motors and waited. 


UP FRONT WITH MAULDIN 


He had never heard of them. 

I think everybody was a little 
on edge. We certainly had Amer- 
ican troops ahead.of us, but we 
didn’t know how far. When things 
are tense like that you get — 
tient of monkeying around. ou 
want to get the job done and get 
the hell out of there. 


We waited about 10 minutes, 
and finally a sergeant came back 
and said for us to drive on up 
the road about half a mile. He 
climbed on to direct us, Finally 
we came to a barnyard, pulled in, 
turned around and then very slow: 
ly backed on up the road toward 
the enemy lines. I stood 6n the 
steel platform behind the driver 
so I could see. 


It was very dark and you could 
only make out vague shapes. You 
could see dark walls of hedges 
and between them lighter strips 
of gravel road. Finally a huge 
black shape took form at one side 
of the road. It was the first of 
the German tanks. Just before 
we got to it we could make out 
two dark stripes on either side 
of the road on the ground. They 
were the size and shape of dead 
men, but they were only forms 
and I couldn’t tell for sure. « 
WE PASSED BY 

Being tense and anxious to get 
finished, I hoped our truck would 
take the first tank. But no. We 
passed by, of course, and went 
backing up the mad. 

When you’re nervous you feel 
even 12 inches closed to the front 
is too much and the noise of your 
motor sounds like all the clanging 
of hell, directing the Germans to 
you. 

I knew it was foolish to be 
nervous. I knew there was plen- 
ty of protection ahead.

Finally the dark shape of the 
second tank loomed up. Our offi- 
cers and some men were standin 
in the road beside it. We backe 
to within about five feet of it, 
and the driver shut off his motor 
and we climbed down. 


LOOKING FOR TRAPS 


A layman would think all you 
have to do is to hook a chain to 
the tank and pull it out of the 
ditch. But we were there half 
an hour. It seemed like all night 
to. me. 


First it had to be gone over 
for booby traps. I couldn’t help 
but admire our mechanics. They 
knew these foreign tanks as well 
as our own. 

One of them climbed down the 
hatch into the driver’s seat and 
there in the dark, completely by 
feel, investigated the intricate 
gadgets of the cockpit and found 
just what shape it was in and 
told us the trouble. 

It seemed that on this tank two 
levers at the driver’s seat had 
been left in gear and they were 
so bent there was not room to 
shift them out of gear. 

One man was.sent back up the 
road to get a hacksaw from the 
wrecker truck so they could saw 
off the handles. After five min- 
utes he came back and said there 
wasn’t any hacksaw. Then they 
sent him back after a crowbar 
and that finally did the trick. 
JUST TALKING 

During this time we stood in 
a group around the tank, about 
a dozen of us, just talking. Shells 
still roamed the dark sky but they 
weren't coming as near as before. 

There would be lulls of many 
minutes when there was hardly a 
sound but our own voices. Most 
everybody talked in low tones, yet 
in any group there’s always some- 
body who can’t bear to speak in 
anything less than foghorn propor- 
tions. 

And now and then when they'd 
have to hammer on the tank it 
sounded as though a boiler §fac- 
tory had collapsed. I tried to

An officer asked if anybody had 
inspected the breech of the tank’s 
88 gum. It seems the Germans 
sometimes leave a shell in the gun 
rigged up so it goes off when the 
tank is moved. Another officer 
said the breech was empty. So 
we started. 

Slowly we ground back down 
the road in low gear with our 
great, black, massive load roiting 
behind us One soldier rode in 
the tank to steer it. 

We'd planned to pull it a long 
way back. Actually we pulled it 
only about half a mile, then de- 
cided to put it in a field for tle 
night. 

When we pulled into a likely 
pasture the sentry at the hedge- 
row gate wanted to know what 
we were doing and we told nim, 
“leaving a German tank for the 
night.”

They might come after 
it.” But leave it there we did, 
and damn glad to get rid of it, 
I assure you.

Cooling Ideas for Hot Days 


By Sally 


A delicious summer appetizer 
is made by cutting ripe canta- 
loupe across in rings one-half 
inch thick, removing rind and 
placing ring On a cold plate. Fill 
center with berries, or pitted 
cherries or seedless grapes, slight- 
ly sugared. Garnish each serving 
with a grape leaf and serve very 
cold.

‘prove just the spur needed to 
‘stimulate heat-jaded appetites. 
‘Too, they turn a simple family 
‘meal into company fare when 
someone wants to bring home an 
unexpected guest. 


Have you discovered the many 
advantages of using fresh mint as 
a flavoring for hot weather foods? 
Mint is especially useful in fruit 
beverages, fruit cups and cocktails.

Heat quickly to the boil- 
ing point, add 1 tablespoon salt, 
a sprig of parsley, a stalk of 
ery and a small sliced onion. Cov- 
er closely and boil very slowly 
for 2 1-2 hours or until the chick- 
en is very tender and the water 
reduced almost one-half. Lift out 
the chicken, cool and cut the meat 
from the bones, discarding the 
skin. Soften 1. tablespoon un- 
flavored gelatine in 1-4 cup cold 
water and add to the chicken 
stock.

- The lanterns, measuring 27 inches in height and 27 in diameter, ny 
are made of heavy metal and corrugated concave glass. The green 
lantern hung on the starboard side and the red one hung on the 
port side of S. S. Vaterland, the ship owned by a German line, 
and which paid ‘its first visit to the United States in 1914, 

The ship was confiscated by the Allies, rechristened the Levia- 
than, and wus camouflaged in a bizarre design to use for trans- 

ortation of troops to France in 1917-18. A total of 94,195 Dough- | 

oys were carried to France in World War I, and some 12,059 were 
brought to America after the armistice on the mighty Leviathan. 

The Leviathan was scrapped in 1938, due to lack of speed as 
compared to newer vessels. Through some fortunate circumstance 
the green and red lanterns were brought to Atlanta, and Jennie 
and Al Thornwell had the opportunity to purchase them. So the 
good old Leviathan, which served its purpose so nobly in World 
War I, has at least one monument in America which will keep its 
memory bright—the lanterns at the Thornwells summer home!
